4 Law that admits Nullum abſurdum, #othing 
ayainſt the Laws of God or Nature, againſt Rea- 
ſon, or repugnant to-any other Learning; wherein 
all matters of Fa@ are adjudged and tried by 
Twelve able diſcreet andindifferent Neighbors to 
the place where the Matter of Fa# ariſes 3 ard 
the Matters of Law are debated, adjudged, and 
determined by as many of the moſt ancient, grave, 
and learned Lawyers of the Nation, who for their 
great experience, integrity and wiſdom, are firſt
